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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains tlie following inventions or groups of inventions, which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claims 1-10, drawn to an apparatus for generating AC power. 
Group II. claims 11-15, drawn to a method of measuring a set of properties for an actual 
load out put . 

Group III. claims, drawn to a variable speed engine with a throttle control . 

2. Inventions II and I are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1 ) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the variable speed generator can be measured by many other 
method than using a calculating speed convector namely with a speedometer .and also 
the method of measuring of speed with calculating converter can be used to measure 
different devices than generator .such as actuators. . 

3. Inventions III and II are related as process and apparatus for Its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1 ) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
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claimed can be used to practice anotlier and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case a load control for throttle for variable speed generator can be 
measured by many other method than using a calculating speed convector namely with 
a speedometer ,and also the method of measuring of speed with calculating converter 
can be used to measure different devices than generator .such as actuators. . 

4. Inventions III and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention III has separate utility 
such as adjustable throttle for an engine and can be used in any combustion engine of 
vehicle and also a variable speed energy generating device can be operated with an 
electronic fuel distributor rather than a throttle. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

5. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

6. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group III Is not required for Group II, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated Is proper. 

7. During a telephone conversation with Applicant's representative Scott J. Asmus 
Reg. No. 42,269 on December 8, 2004 a provisional election was made with out 
traverse to prosecute the invention of I, claim 1-10. 
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8. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office 
action. Claims 1 1-26 withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention.

The prior art of the record does not teach or suggest a supporting structure for a 
an apparatus for generating AC power to a load, comprising: a variable speed energy 
generating device including inter alia , a power conditioning system ,which calculates a 
speed command based on said AC power that controls said variable speed energy 
generating device a regulator section coupled to said power conditioning a speed 
sensor coupled to said variable speed energy generating device and an adaptive speed 
loop gain algorithm for detecting steady state speed errors.
